Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/05/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. 6,773,864, granted on the Application No. 10/335,476 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

2. Applicant presented amendment, dated 08/05/2004, wherein claims 1-87 were 
cancelled and the new claims 88-95 were introduced. The newly presented claims 88- 
95 overcome the previous objections and rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Thackeray et al (U.S. 6,165,697). However, the newly presented claims 
could be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being obvious over the reference to 
Thackeray et al (U.S. 6,165,697), because Thackeray et al teach similar processing 
steps and provide clear motivation to apply over an integrated circuit substrate a coating 
layer that includes polyvinilsilsesquioxane in combination with organic polymer 
comprising anthracene units. Applicant presented a statement, dated 10/28/2004, which 
indicates that the instant application and the U.S. 6,165,697 were commonly owned at 
the time the invention was made, thus disqualifying the reference to U.S. 6,165,697 as 
being obvious within the scope of 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) rejection. Upon further search no 
other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the instant claims has been located as 
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of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 88-95 are allowed over the prior art of 
record.
